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REV. THOMAS H. BASKEBVILLE. 

Thomas H. Baskerville was born in Dublin, Ireland, In 1846, and 
came with bis parents to Canada in 1850. In 1861 he came to Detroit 
for a couple of years, and then returned to his parents, but came 
again to Detroit In 1866. He joioed the Detroit Conference in 1873, 
and continued In the effective ranks for thirteen years, serving as 
pastor at Troy, Escanaba, Watrousville, South Saginaw, East Tawas, 
Wayne and Haven Church, Detroit 

He was married in 1868 to Miss May J. Armstrong at Port Huron. 
One son, Herbert, grew to manhood and became a lawyer, dying in 
Portland, Oregon, about a year before the death of his fatber. The 
family went to the Pacific coast in 1896. For more than twelve years 
of his superannuation he was away from Michigan, traveling on busi- 
ness In various parts of the country. In 1907 his health became quite 
poor and he went to Alaska, hoping to be benefitted by the change of 
climate. He died at Fairbanks, Alaska, September 8, 1908. 

A post mortem examination showed that a malignant growth 
posterior to the stomach had probably for years pressed upon the 
nerves in a way to greatly affect his condition. This probably ex- 
plained his moods and was the cause of the excruciating suffering he 
had experienced for years. 

He was a man of warm temperament, aggressive in spirit and im- 
pulsive in action. His ministry was marked by tireless energy. He 
panted In restless efforts at doing effective things. His sympathy 
lor the unfortunate was deep and genuine and he was ready to make 
any personal sacrifice In helping them. Such was also the spirit of 
Christ, and "of such is the kingdom of heaven."

REV. JOHN H. CARMICHAEL. 

John H. Carmlchael was born at Wellesburg, Virginia, March 
19, 1854, and died the 11th of January 1909. He grew up In the 
vicinity of his birthplace, and then acting upon the famous advice, 
"Go West, young man." he joined the procession ot aspirants from 
the East and came to Ohio. 

He worked at secular* employments for some years, but his 
religious convictions of duty inclined him to the ministry of the 
Gospel ; and for several years, while thus engaged, part of the time . 
In a foundry, and later as a bookkeeper, he served the church as 
a local preacher. Becoming convinced that his life should he 
fully dedicated to the holy ministry, he sought the necessary in- 
tellectual qualifications and obtained such a measure of higher 
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education as opportunity seemed to warrant, at Scio College, Ohio, 
and York College, Nebraska. 

His traveling connection was for the first few years in the 
West Nebraska conference, after which he became a member of 
the Nebraska conference. Then at the close of fourteen years of 
service In those two conferences, he was transferred, twelve years 
ago, to the Detroit conference. His appointments here were XJbly, 
Metamora, Romulus, Harrisville, Juddville, and Adair. 

In 18S2 young Carmlchael took unto himself a helpmeet in the 
person of Miss Ida Moore, of Junction City, Ohio, and with whom 
he lived in continuous happy relation. The family circle gradu- 
ally increased until there were four children, three daughters and 
one son. Rut the parents were sorely bereaved a few years ago 
by the death of a beautiful and brilliant daughter, Oneada. 

For many years Rev. Carmlchael suffered from an ailment 
located in his head causing frequent discharge and pain, and 
supposed to have been the result of a severe Injury In childhood. 
The chronic pain in his head, though scarcely known outside 
of his own family, grew more intense with advancing years, and 
Interfered in no small degree with his studies, yet his sermons 
are said to have become more effectual up to the last. ' But the 
forces of bis disease became Increasingly violent until mental 
collapse was finally precipitated, and quickly followed by resultin^.- 
death. 

Bro. Carmlchael was naturally a congenial and kindly spirit 
and sincerely esteemed by his ministerial brethren. And she 
who knew him best eulogizes him "as a great, kind man, Incapable 
of . doing anything wrong." He was a devoted and arduous 
worker in the ministry, patient, unselfish, and faithful ; erected 
churches, held revivals and built up the people In the most holy 
faith. His memory is sacred In the hearts of many friends, and 
the sorrowing family are consoled by the fervent and widely 
extended sympathy of the church. 

The funeral services were conducted mainly at Romulus where 
the remains were Interred. John Sweet, C. W. Baldwin and others 
made addresses, and Dr. Leete offered prayer. Of ministers 
there were sixteen present to render aid 'in the obsequies and 
bestow a tribute of sympathizing love. 



EUGENE A. COFFIN. 

Eugene A. Coffin was born In Tecumseh, Mich., May 11. 1867, 
and died in Los Angeles, Cal., September.3, 1809. From his fifth to 
his twenty -third year he lived In Clinton, where came his conversion 
and hiB call to the ministry. He graduated from Albion College in 
June, 1894, and immediately offered himself to the Detroit Confer- 
ence, entering the ranks upon trial In September, 1884. In Novem- 
ber of the same year he was married to Miss Etta Robinson, of Han- 
over, 111. Their children were Hazel Margnret, Kathryne Louise, 
and Melvln Allen. Kathryne died in Salem when but two years of 
age. 
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His appointments were as fallows: Trenton, Salem, South Lyon, 
Marlette, Port Huron, and Delano, Cal., to which place he was 
transferred in September, 1W&. He died In a hospital in Los 
Angeles, and his worn body was laid to rest in its park-like city of 
the dead, Forest Lawn Cemetery. 

Brother Coffin's appearance and activity would naturally have. 
led one to anticipate for him long years of christian labor and an old 
age with mellow and fruitful decline. Large of bone and strong In 
muscular fiber, he possessed the physical basis for that a bounding 
energy, that, when he was at Albion College, made the very strenu- 
ous sport of foot-ball a keen delight and all work a joy. In (hose 
moments of enthusiasm, which were often long protracted, his eyes 
shone, his body fairly quivered, and It was impossible for him not to 
indulge In self expression in speech. 

But (he physical was not his life. Jt gave the necessary basis of 
contact with earth and furnished a veritable engine of power. To 
analyze his quality, one is compelled to recognize an unusual Intel- 
lectual capacity and power. His appetite for fact andtruth waa very 
keen; his hunger for them was simply ravenous. Books of compre- 
hensive sweep, closely woven thought and richest content were on 
his shelves, in bis thoughts and In his life. This disposition for wide 
foraging In the fields of knowledge, this ability to wrest ofl the husk 
until he held the priceless kernel of truth, was so prominent and 
permanent a characteristic of his that we are Inclined to call it an 
attribute. He divided clearly between the accidental and the neces- 
sary, between the temporal and the abiding. 

But his life did not consumate In the intellectual. His knowl- 
edge was subordinate to the sacred purpose of his life. His dedica- 
tion, made with perfect abandon, had immediate and final reference 
to the salvation of men. For this he steadfastly lived and in pursuit 
of this ideal he died. Only those who sat long with him and to whom 
he poured out his soul, or those who were the recipients of bis 
earnest, appealing ministry can appreciate his sense of his mission 
as a minister in the Methodist Episcopal Church. It wsb in the over- 
strain of a series of revival meetings at Marlette that the weak point 
in his apparently invulnerable constitution revealed Itself. A mod- 
erate, complacent view of duty or privilege would unquestionably 
have lengthened his days, but it would have also left the folk he 
helped to save In the destroying grip of selfishness and sin. In his 
love were fervor, posltiveness and power. He took upon himself the 
burden of others' sin and want and pain. That was his love. 

No charge that he served was without a revival. He believed 
men could and should be saved through his ministry. The gospel 
was his only message, supplemented by hie passionate devotion to 
Jesus and to men. His life was one of power. The world has lost a 
man, and the church a loyal and true servant.

PAUL DESJARDINES. 

The unusual has happened. Our conference sessions this year 
have been held among the shadows where two worlds meet: for on 
the second day of the session when going to his place of entertain- 
ment, Paul Desjardines fell from a street car, resulting in a fracture 
of the skull, from which he died Saturday, Sept. 18, 1909. 
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Paul Desjardines had splendid preparation for his work. He 
was educated in Albion College and Boston University School of 
Theology.

It was the 21st Anniversary of 
his marriage. His text on tliat occasion was "Finally brethren, fare- 
well, be perfect, be of good comfort, live in peaeeand the God of love 
and peace shall be with you." Corinthians 13:11. He little thought 
he was preaching a farewell sermon, but so It proved. His funeral 
was held at the noon hour Sept. 20, 1909, in Central Church, Detroit, 
Bishop John W. Hamilton officiating, and the Conference attending 
in a body. 

Interment was made at Kalamazoo. Mich. 

He leaves a wife and four children: two sons, Clarence and 
Ruasel, and two daughters, Lucile and Helen. The sympathy of the 
whole church is extended to the sorrowing family. "Farewell." Go 
on prosperously in thy heavenly appointment given by the Bishop of 
Souls until we meet tliee in the conference beyond the stars.

REV. J. MILBSON KEBRIDGE. 

The Rev. J. M Heron Ker ridge was born In Laston, England, 
Nov. 27, 1839, and died at his home in Adrian, Oct. 30, 1908.. His 
family on botli sides except his father and mother were Church 
of England people nnd several were rectors in that church, 
Brother Kerrhhw* jf(« i-fiit^ heing Baptists, he was brought up 
in, that faith and preached in that church at the early age of 
nineteen. H was Ms privilege to enjoy the friendship of the 
Rev. Charles Hadden Spurgeon. But this young man was not 
to spend his days in that church. With exceptionally fine musical 
taste and being warm-hearted he again and again stole away 
from the family group and went to the Methodist chapel to hear 
the singing and the preaching which delighted him. He came 
to Chatham, Canada, In IfiBB. Here he was married to Jean Hannah 
Allen. In 1871 they moved to Detroit, Mich. The officers of 
the Centra] M. E. Church becoming acquainted with bim, dis- 
covered his usefulness, engaged hiin as a salaried soloist iii Its 
choir. Under the pastorate .>t Dr. T,. R. Flske he recoiim-rated 
bis life to God and made his way to greater usefulness. While 
Dr. W. X. Ninth 1 was pastor of the Central Church lie whs 
assistant pastor. The fourth quarterly conference of that church 
recommended him for conference membership ami at Adrian, 
where his greatest suci-esses were achieved, he was received on 
probation in 1R77. His first appointment was Carletou, where be 
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stayed three years, when he was advanced to the larger charge 
at Blissfield, where another full term of three years was 
spent. His third charge was Clinton, where he spent two years, 
followed by four years at Grass Lake. In 1880 he was sent to 
one of the largest and most trying churches In the conference and 
there were brethren who feared It would prove too onerous and 
exacting for him. and who wished for his sake a less difficult 
Held had been given him. Their fears were not well founded, 
and he did succeed, and did so triumphantly and had one of 
the best. If not the very best pastorates in his ministry. This 
appointment was to the very church where he had been received 
Into the ministry on trial and where he spent his closing year 
of rest and where a great throng came to bis funeral. Here he 
spent a full term of five years and then two years were given 
to the large Owosso church then In great activity and growth. 
The next three years he was pastor of the Calumet church, 
also a large one. For ten consecutive years he carried heavy pas- 
torates and wrought successfully. Remaining in the upper pen- 
insula he herame pastor at Kscanaba and wrought five years, going 
. to Iron Mountain in 1004 for three years. Brother Kerrldge 
found his health very much broken at the end of this period 
and a year ago he rtKpiested to he released from the effective 
wort; and given a place anions the superannuate". He removed 
to Adrian, where he made his home, supplying during the latter 
part of the year the church at Dundee. Brother Kerridge was 
n student, as a library of over two thousand carefully selected 
volumes showed. He was a retiring man. but very amiable and 
very frank. He was vigorous In preaching and conservative In 
theologv. His scripture lessons to those who were privileged to 
hear him were enjoyed as much as some sermons. His chosen 
(hemes were related to the great fundamentals and were calcu- 
lated to lend to repentance, faith and holy living. He was 
respected, honored and loved by his brethren and his memory 
will he a fragrance among them. Beside Mrs. Kerrldge he 
leaves three children. His elder son. Philip (an Episcopalian 
clergyman). > 1iKS RrmaniMa, and James, the youngest son. His 
funeral was held at Adrian, attended by a large concourse of 
people. Scores whom he had baptized, married, received Into the 
church and preached to were grieved by his death. The services 
were In charge of his pnsror (Rev. D. H. Kamsdell). —'■■+■■■■■ '■- 
Drs, Dawe.

REV. H. W. WRIGHT. 

Rev. Henrv William Wright, son of Martin and Dolly Wright, 
was born In West-Brook, Conn., Feb. 2, 1836. He was one of a family 
of nine children, six sons and three daughters, all of whom reached 
maturity except one. He came from a family that could boast of 
pioneer history in America, tracing his lineage back for nine gener- 
ations to the arrival of Benjamin Wright from England, only twenty 
years after the landing of the Mayflower; and the descendants of 
Benjamin Wright had no little part in the shaping of colonial affairs 
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and in the laying of the foundation of our government. Brother 
Wright was converted early in life, soon felt the call of God into the 
ministry, and recognizing the Importance of that work he sought to 
have the best mental equipment possible. He entered Clinton Aca- 
demy at Clinton, Conn., and later Fort Edwards College, Fort Ed- 
wards, N. Y., coining from there to Adrian College, Mich., in 1862, 
where, he continued until the last semester of his senior year, when 
he was compelled to leave on account of sickness. 

In 1864 he was married to Miss Mary Spencer, of Holloway, who 
was one of his classmates at Adrian. Three children came to brighten 
their home, Elizabeth May, now deceased; George, of Centeryille, 
Cal., and Alfred, at whose house he made his home since his super- 
annuation in 1900. 

His faithful and consecrated wife, who so nobly supported him in 
the Itinerant work, preceded him to the "Father's home" on December 
5, 1808. 

He died-, triumphant in the faith, at 2:30 o'clock a. m., May 20, 
1909, aged 73 years, 3 months and 18 days, leaving behind him to 
mourn their loss, his two sons, two granddaughters, one grandson, a 
brother and one sister, and a host of spiritual sons and daughters, 
who to-day rise up and call him blessed. 

Hie was a long and fruitful ministry, serving the following plac- 
es: One year at Coldwater; one year at the old home in the east, then 
on account of failing health, ten years on a farm at Holloway; Pal- 
myra, two years; Hadley, three years; Hartl&nd. one year; Davls-

f while there Napoleon and Blissfield, each one year, then 
le, three years; Clio, two years; Bancroft, two years; Linden, 
three years, and Weston, one year, superannuating In 1900. 

He was a profound thinker, and he brought the fruits of his 
research and gave them for the benefit of the church. Few men knew 
the Word as he knew It; few were so efficient as he In the exposition 
of It 

He was always solicitous for the spiritual welfare of the church, 
fearlessly declaring the whole counsel of God, being blessed of Him 
In the leading of many into deep, sweet and soul-satisfying experi- 
ences. In his death the church has lost an able advocate and a 
staunch defender. 
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The funeral was held from the Petersburg M. E; church, where, 
he held his membership, at ten o'clock Monday, 24, 1909, conducted 
by his pastor, Rev. E. R. Rice, assisted by Rev. T. J. Joslin, who 
gave the principal address; District Superintendent William Dawe; 
Rev. Horace Palmer and the writer. Revs. F. O. Jones, A. T. Camburn 
and M. J. Stevens were also present. Interment was made at Hollo- 
way, He was faithful unto death, and wears the crown of life.

Mrs. Amanda Perham Caster was born in Pennsylvania, In 
1825, and closed her earthly pilgrimage in Wolverine Michigan, 
January 31, 1907. 

When but a child, she came with her parents from Pennsyl- 
vania to Michigan. She was converted in «arly life, and became 
the wife of Rev. J. H. Caster February 24, 1840. 

From the very beginning of her married life she proved her- 
self In every way worthy of the high and responsible position to 
which she "had been called. For nearly forty years she was an 
earnest worker and a slrong factor in the church of the Lord 
Jesus. Many of the older people who attended the camp meetings 
In Shiawassee and Ingham counties will recall the spiritual fervor 
of this devout soul.

BENEVOLENCES. 



The Benevolence work of our Church 1b a striking fulfillment of 
the great commission giveu by Christ when he said, "Go ye Into all 
the world and preach the Gospel to every creature;" and when we 
study carefully the work of the various organizations whose purpose 
it is to fulfill that commission, there is no reason to fear that Chris- 
tianity is on the wane or that the church is dying. 

The General Conference at its recent session in Baltimore revised 
the law enacted four years previously when it consolidated the 
Benevolences; so that now, we have five organizations instead of three 
appealing for and distributing the contributions of our people for 
this work. 

They are as follows: Foreign Missions, Home Missions and 
Church Extension, Education, Sunday Schools and Freedmau's Aid 
Society. . 

We call attention to the fact that the work of the Freedman's Aid 
Society is now exclusively among the Colored people of the South, 
and its success during the past year fully justifies the change. 

The creation of the Board of Sunday Schools marks a new era 
in the Church, for it means that henceforth the Church is to put a 
new emphasis upon Evangelistic work among the young, as well as 
to increase the efficiency of its methods of teaching. 

This Board has organized during the year three hundred Sunday 
Schools in needy places, and these Schools have now a membership 
of twelve thousand pupuls. It has also sent a thousand dollars to 
the Foreign field for the distribution of Sunday School literature. 

We are also glad to learn that this year will show a marked in- 
crease in offerings for the two great Missionary Societies, neither of 
which can claim the preeminence. 

We bail with intense satisfaction the declaration of principles of 
the Board of Home Missions as touching Missionary appropriations, 
one of which is; that charges which have for fifteen years or more 
been receiving Missionary money shall be discontinued as Missionary 
charges. In the interest of the great west and cities of our country 
now crying for help, aud new territory in our own and other confer- 
ences, this should be done if possible. 
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What a magniflcient opportunity ia ours, doors wide open every 
where. Some idea of the magnitude of this work will be gained if we 
remember that the Methodist Episcopal Church preaches the Gospel 
in at least sixteen languages in this country. Verily, the world is at 

We congratulate the church on the auspicious beginning of the 
Laymen's Missionary movement, which seeks to arouse and enlist our 
Laymen in the specific work of carrying the Gospel to the ends of the 

We pledge ourselves to a renewed consecration to the philan-

REPORT OP TEffi COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

Cradled and reared In the atmosphere of learning, Methodism 
can never be defined nor understood without reference to her educa- 
tional spirit and life. 

Bishop Hamilton has called our attention to the leadership "that 
is forced upon us as a church by reason of the numerical greatness of 
our constituency; nothing but a training that brings out the best In 
heart and mind will fit us for such leadership. An educated leader- 
ship, in pulpit and pew Is imperative. 

We contemplate with satisfaction the work being done and the 
standards maintained in the colleges, universities and seminaries of 
our church. We commend especially the reports from two Institutions. 
The report of the conference visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute, 
representing 28 conferences, "Records Its profound faith in the mem- 
bers of the faculty of the Institute as men of wisdom, probity, sound 
doctrine, and safe spiritual leadership." Also the report of President 
Dickie of Albion College, Indicating a year of prosperity at Albion. 
The large percentage of Albion students who enter our ministry makes 
it especially urgent that we do all we can to Influence our worthy 
young people from our charges to entrust their training for life to our 
school at Albion. 

We commend the work of Dr. D. D. Martin, secretary of education 
for the college. He has a definite program for bringing Albion into 
sympathetic touch with every charge In Michigan Methodism, and we 
urge the various churches and pastors to co-operate In an endeavor to 
increase the endowment by (300,000 during the next two years. 

We urge our pastors: (1) To make the local educational collection 
at least ten cents per member; (2) To give especial attention to the 
children's day collection; (8) To Bend every student possible to Albion; 
(4) To advise our pastors In cities where state institutions are located 
of Methodist students attending such schools.

OLD PEOPLES' HOME. 

We are glad to report that the past year has been one of pros- 
perity for the Home. 

The Endowment Fund, on the first of last September amounted 
to $10,960.00. In addition to this are the one dollar subscriptions 
which are being raised by Dr. Jacfclin'a call for one hundred ten 
dollar subscriptions; these up to the first of the present month 
amounted to $470.00, forty-four persons at ten dollars, two at five 
dollars and one at twenty dollars. 

The interest on the Endowment Fund, and the amounts transfer- 
red to this fund from the Admission Fund according to the 
rules of the board, together with the gifts from individuals and 
churches have very nearly met the current expenses for the year. 

It Is a rule the board adopted at the outset that only ten per cent, 
of the amount any person might bring to the Home on admissaon, 
should be used for current expenses, and that after the sixth year 
even this amount should not be taken, but the balance should remain 
intact until the death of the member, thus sacredly reserving a por- 
tion of the admission fund sufficient to enable the bowl to carry out 
their contract with each member. 

The launching of an enterprise like this and bringing it to the 
present degree of development has involved careful planning, and a 
vast amount of work. 
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On the first of September, one year ago, there were fifteen resident 
members in the home. Since that time seven others have been re- 
ceived, making a total of twenty-two in the family during the year. 
On the twentieth of last March the circle was broken by the sudden 
departure of Sister Balls. 

The freedom of the inmates from sickness during the year has 
been quite remarkable. 

The Home is under the superintendency of Bro. C W. Saunders 
and his wife, who are rendering excellent service. • 

We are sure there is no need of exhortation that you stand by 
this enterprise. We would call your attention to the recommendation 
of the conference committee of a year ago: (1) "That quarterly con- 
ferences set apart a definite amount in their annual budget; (2) That 
circles be formed on each charge of persona who will pay one dollar 
annually; (3) Where neither of these methods can be need, we urge

THE SUPERANNUATED PREACHERS' AID SOCIETY OP 

THE DETROIT ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

C. W. Baldwih, President, Detroit. 



ORGANIZATION. 

This Society was organized Dec. 20, 1861, for a term of thirty 
years; it was reorganized Dec. 30, 1891,, for a further term of thirty 

The reasons for such an organization were lucidly set forth in 
the original "Articles of Association," and are substantially as follows: 
The duties of a Methodist minister demand the whole of tils time and 
cat him off from opportunities of accumulating money and property. 
He is ordinarily inadequately remunerated for his labors, and when 
accident, sickness, or old age compels his retirement, he Is usually 
without means of support. By the course of hie training and the ab- 
sorbing nature of bis life work, he has been unfitted for easy adjust- 
ment to secular affairs and It is next to Impossible for him to get and 
hold a place amid the fierce competitions of bread winners. The 
church having had the benefit of his best energies, and having ex- 
hausted his capacity for active labor, should provide the pecuniary 
relief which the situation demands. 



This society Is authorized to raise a fund, not to exceed one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, by means of membership fees, contributions, 
donations, bequests and otherwise, for affording such relief. 

The fund thus created is called "The Endowment Fund" and is 
to be invested, and kept invested perpetually in interest bearing se- 
curities. 



The interest by the investment of the endowment fund la annu- 
ally distributed among the following classes of claimants. 

First.— The members of the Detroit Annual Conference who are 
on the superannuated roll. 

Second. — The widows of deceased members of the Detroit An- 
nual Conference, who were married to their deceased husbands prior 
to superannuation. , 

Third. — The minor children of the first and second classes of 
claimants, who are under the age of sixteen. 
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EXHORTATION. 

To what better purpose can the lovers of our Methodism devote 
their wealth than la permanently providing that the men who minis- 
ter to the spiritual needs of the. church shall not lack needed tempor- 
al comforts in the years of decline and disability? The lack of com- 
fietent provision for our worn out preachers and their dependent fam- 
lies has been, and still is, a standing reproach to our church. Who 
will help to roll away the reproach? Let every Methodist Layman, 
whom the Lord has entrusted in the stewardship of wealth aid ns to 
reach the one hundred thousand dollar mark as soon as possible. 
This may seem a large sum of money, but with ■ the largest list of 
claimants of all the conferences, the amount each one receives from 
the interest earnings will be pitiably small compared with what his 
needs call for. 

When you make your will do not forget the name of this society; 
put it In just as it Is printed at the head of this article. But it will be 
a wise thing to be your own executor and to help us while you live, 
so that you may enjoy the sunshine your benevolence brings to the 
home of the superannuated preacher. Remember that what goes in- 
to our Endowment Fund will be unwastlng; it will go on earning 
dividends for the needy servants of God and the Church long after 
you have passed over to the land where is neither hunger nor thirst.

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Your committee of ministers and laymen respectfully submit 
the following recommendation which Is in two sections: 
Section Onk.— Organization. 

1. There shall be constituted at this session of the conference a 
Bureau of Transportation and Entertainment composed of one mem- 
ber from each district. 

2. Their term of service shall be for three years except that this 
year the members from Ann Arbor, Detroit and Flint Districts shall 
be elected for one year; the members from Port Huron and Saginaw 
Valley Districts shall be elected for two years. 

3. The District Superintendents shall nominate one minister 
and the conference shall elect. 

4. The Bureau shall elect a Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer 
who shall constitute their executive committee. The name of the 
Secretary of the Bureau shall be published in our minutes (and shall 
substitute the name of the Secretary of Transportation) In the Hat of 
Conference Officers. 

Section Two.— Transportation. 

1. The Bureau shall make a careful estimate of the amount 
necessary to pay the actual traveling expenses of all our effective 
ministers and probationers and such others as are hereinafter pro- 
vided, in their journey to and from the annual session. 

2. Superannuate members of this conference shall be consider- 
ed guests of the conference and shall have their traveling expenses 
included In the above estimate, provided that they notify the Secre- 
tary of the Bureau In writing of their expectation to be present; this 
notification to be not later than June first. Their traveling expenses 
shall be paid only within the bounds of the conference. 

3. Regular supplies who are recommended by the District Sup- 
erintendent not later than June first, as having been in charge of a 
circuit or station for six months, shall have their traveling expenses 
included in the budget of traveling expenses. 

4. The Bureau shall apportion to each effective minister, pro- 
bationer and recommended supply, on the basis of salary received 
(house rent not included), his share of the total amount required. 
The Secretary shall notify him of his apportionment not later than 
the first of July. 

5. The minister or supply, whose apportionment exceeds the 
amount of his traveling expenses, as estimated by the Bureau, shall 
pay to the Bureau Treasurer on or before the second day of the 
conference session, such excess. 

6. The Bureau Treasurer shall pay on or before the last day of 
the conference session to all the ministers, probationers or supplies 
(recommended), whose estimated traveling expenses exceed their ap- 
portionment, such excess or their pro-rata share of the funds collect- 
ed. 

7. Supernumerary members of this conference, who shall indi- 
cate to the Secretary of the Bureau, in writing, not later than the 
first of June, their expectation of being present at the conference 
session, shall have their traveling expenses paid within the bounds 
of the conference and they shall share In the apportionment of the 
budget of expense, on the basis of the salary received by them in the 
last year of their effective relation.

9. All members of the conferenfce receiving Special Appoint- 
ments shall neither share In the apportionment of traveling expenses 
nor receive from the amount so raised, unless by the special action of 
the conference at its proceeding session. 

9. Any member of this conference (or supply) failing to pay at 
the proper time the amount due from him to this fund, shall be 
deemed unwilling to meet his fair share of the burdon of traveling 
expenses necessitated by the conference sessions and shall have no 
claim on the Bureau until such apportionment Is paid, with such 
additional forfeit as the Bureau may determine. 

Amendment. 
The conference shall determine, as now, where it shall hold its 
annual session, if there be do Invitatoln received during the con- 
ference session. The responsibility for securing a conference host 
shall lodge with this Bureau.
